Occupants Thrown Into the Water 
Other Rescued

Word was brought to the rity about 
gever o'clock last evening that Dr. Mc 
Lean, dentist, of this city, had been 
drowned in Cooking Lake, caused by 
the upsetting of a sail hoat. 

Cooking Lake is a summer resort 
twenty-five miles southeast of Hdmon- 
ton A lang>num‘e> of Edmonton people 
have been holidaying here. Some few 
days ago Dr. McLean, of Drs. McLean 
ana’ Strong, and J. R. Gunn, bf the, 
National “Trust Company's office, Ed- 
monton, ieft for Cooking Like ito 
spend a week's holidays, camping put. 

The accident happened eoout two 
fhundred yards from the shore, just off 
Grummet’s point, A party consisting 
of George and W. Webster, sons of 
w. J. Webster, of this city, J. R. 
Gunn and Dr. McLean, were in a. flat 
bottomed boat when the accident hap- 
penned. The boat, which was consid- 
ered perfectly safe, had @ sail attached 
and the party -were enjoying ® gamart 
gall avhen the accident eccurred. A 
gtrong wind was sweeping down the 
jake when the boat was off Grummet’s 
woint. There was quite a awell on 
the lake at the time, fut not sucht as 

svould drive a ‘person from an. enjoy- 
able boat ride. Other fersons were 
poating in the same part of the lake 
at the same time. From the rerorts 
go far received it is not explained 
just how the accident occurred, but the 
boat was suddenly ssen to be over- 
turned. The occupants were seen 
struggling in the water by a roupie 
of ladles, who were on the shore at 
the time. They immediate.y gave the 
alarm. A number of young men i{m- 
mediately got away for the scene of 
the arcident . The Websters 
and Mr. Junn, wh? clung. to 
the boat, were picked up, and quick-y 
tak-n to th> shore, in a stats borZering 
on exhaustion. Mr. Gunn, who could 
not swim a siroke, was almost com- 
pletely overcome when rescued. 

Hitehing wp, Harry Helliwell immedi- 
ately drove to Edmonton w ith the sad 
news. Dr. Strong and Dr. Wilson and 
others has nig secured grappiing irons 
and left the lake. 

Immediately on arriving at the scene 
of the accident the occupants pf the 
other boats endeavored to ascertain by 

Alving the whereabouts of Dr. Me 
LLean’s body. All efforts were unavail- 
ing. Cooking Lake is very deep at this 
point and the bottom is all covered 
with reeds. It is eaid that there is 
niso a strong current in the lake near 
Grummet’s joint. Dr. McLean was a 
first class swimmer, ‘and until further 
news tomes from the lake, ft is net 
known just how the fatality occurred. 
Some state that Dr. McLean started to 
ewim for the shore as soon &s he f-rst 
recovered from the upset, and for some 
reason turned about and while swim- 
ming back to fhe overturned boat he 
eank. 

Ssidcm was the town so moved (2s 
it was last Might when the mews of 
Dr. McLean’s death became generally 
kncwn. He has practised his profess- 
ion there for some two years las ‘part- 
mer of Dr. Strong, coming to Hdmon- 
ton from Pilot Mound, where he lived 
vad a short time. In his two years’ 

, fn Edmonton the has made ea host 
np of ‘trlends, who feel deeply grieved at 
his lamentable death. He was a pop 
tilar member cf the Edmonton Presby- 
teriar Church choir. as well as of gev- 
erai social organizations, and his un- 
timely end causes very deep regret ja- 
mong the young ‘people of Edmonton, 
gmong avhom he twas justiy jpopular. 
Ths death of Dr. McLean! has cast a 
¢€.0om over the whole town. 

Dr McLean's parents live at Carie- 
ton Place, Ontario. They and other 
relatives of the deceased have been com- 
tmunicated avith

Montreal, Auz. 15.—It is expected 
here that the Allan line will establish 
a Pacific ocean service upon the com- 
pietion of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway. Hugh A. Allan, who has

Allan Fleet For the Pacific 
ste today that the question of 
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operating a Pacific ecean fleet in con- 
junction with the new transcontin- 
ental railway, had been considered, 
but had not yet assumed tangible 
shape. This announcement is of spec- 
ial interest, owing to the Ailan Steam- 
ship company being the pioneer Cana- 
dian line on the ‘Atlantic, and as it 
has proved a great factor in the de- 
velopment of trade betweeen Canada 
and Great Britain, it is now certain 
of greatly increasing the amount of 
business between Canada and _ the 
Orient. The present plan is to op- 
erate the Pacific Meet in conjunstion 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
and to run a service from the Pacific 
terminal of the railway to different 
ports in Japan aad China and pos- 
sibly Australia. Another incident 
showing how close the relations be- 
tween the railway and steamship 
company will be is found in the fact 
that H; A. Allan, who is strongly in 
favor of his company making this im- 
portant departure, has accepted a 
position on the board of directors of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific railway. A 
member of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
board said today that for some time 
past the company has_ been looking 
into the feasibility of inaugurating 
a service on the Pacific, and the in- 
formation obtained showed that there 
would be more than sufficient trade 
to justify the placing of a fleet on 
Pacific waters.

China’s Neutrality 


New York, August léith—The Tok‘o 
correspondent of the New York Times 
says under date of August 15th: ‘“Con- 
cerning the incident of the seizure of 
the Ryeshitelni at Chefco, Japan’s 
contention, I understand, is that she 
is prepared strictiy to respect China’s 
neutrality es far as Russia respects 
it, but if Russian troops and ships 
elude pursu't by taking refuge {n ad- 
jacent territcry belomging fo China, 
whose neutrality plainly is imperfect, 
inasmuch as she is incompetent fuily 
to discharge her neutral duties, then 
in face of plain proofs of such incom- 
petency, Japan will be ccmpeiled to 
enforce her belligerent righis 

The Ryeshitelni lay for 27 hours at 
Chefoo, without any signs of being 
disarmed or of leaving the port, thus 
obvious:y vioaiting China’s neutrality. 
» TRerefore Japan was obliged to take 
steps to avert dangerous potentialities 
arising from an abuse of asylum. 
KNOTTY PROBLEM. 

London, “Aug. 15th.—Tihe final cabi- 
net councif of the parliamentary ses- 
sion was held £o-day at the foreign 
office, and gave particular attention to 
the question of the neutrality of China, 
and British action on the Russian re- 
ply to the Knight Commander fepre- 
sentations. After the council closed 
the emphatie statement was made that 
Great Britain fee's it absolutely pssen- 
tial to her own interests and those of 
the entire world fhat the neutrality 
of Ch.na shall be observed by the two 
beliigerents. Great Britain will make 
earnest efforts to secure th's resu-t. 

In the Knight Commander case the 
British government wiil instruct Am- 
bassador Hardinge that it will insist 
that there was no justification in in- 
ternational law for sinking the sKica:n- 
er. The British note will be passe 
in the most conciliatory tone, and it 
is fuily expected in cabinet circles that 
the question will be adjusted ‘by Rus- 
Sia paying an adequate indemniiy. 

Whe dissatisfied with the failure rf 
Russia to recognize in principe that 
she had no right to sink & neutral 
Ship, even {ff carrying contraband, the 
Brit'sh government feeis it will gain 
little by pressing the point, especially 
as it regards the power jof the Russian, 
navy to harm merchanimen in the Far 
Bast as having practically disappear- 
ed. Therefore the government will ac- 
cept an [nmdemnity, which it rwill re- 
gard as an admission of fhe correct- 
ness of the position assumed by For- 
eign Secretary Lansdowne, when the 
origina: demand for reparation is made. 

The neutrality of-China preseats a 
more knotty problem to the London 
authorities, for the reason that they 
have to consider the effect wpon their 
aliy. The Gisposition of the govern- 
ment is to go slow. In other words, 
white [insisting that China shall con- 
tinue neutral, the government will give 
Japan every opportunity to show, [f 
Possible, a justification for the action 
ef the torpedo boat destroyers in rap- 
turing the Ryeshiteini. Exehanges cn 


the subject have..dccurred between 
Great Britain and Japan. 
At the Japanese iegation a repre- 


Soniat.ve of the Associated Press was 
informed ‘that the Tokio government 
has not reached a decision {n respec: 
to the return of the Ryeshiteini to 
Chefoo. “The Russians opened fire on 
cur ™men,” it was added, at the lega- 
tion, “showing that the Ryeshitelni, if 
she had not been disarmed, might have 
attempted to leave Chefoo without re- 
gard for ths promise made fy her com- 
mander and menace the Meutrgl;phip 
ping or carry Wispateches of great im- 
port. As the Russlans took the offen- 
sive our men had no other resource 


mete to capture the RyeshitelnL” 

At the Chinese legation here ft fras 
said that the foreign board had not 
gommunicated to it the facts of the 
Ryeshitelni incident, but was discuss- 
ing them directly with the diplomats 
stationed at the Chinese capital. ~ 

The members of the delegation ex- 
press the hope that the United States 
will continue its efforts to induce tthe 
belligerents to observe China’s eu- 
trality.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Maniteba or the 
Northwest Territories; excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 


peses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is. situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him.» A fee 
of $10:00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visioris of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one cf the following 
upon and cultivation of the Jand in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qgO 0} iJo11d eouspIser 0} SB OVW SIq} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ent 


ship. * j 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings rer their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Zvery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liabie to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for «try. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottaws, of his intention 
to do «89. : : i 

{nformation.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, asivice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well
